Friday's trip — 
back in time 


This year's luxury motorcoach tour on Friday 27 April will 
travel back in time to the years when AMA's Founder, 
Professor Roller, was a member of the Virginia General 
Assembly just after the Civil War. Virginia has the oldest 
continuous English-speaking lawmaking body in the New 
World and the tour will visit Richmond, Virginia's Capital. 

The Capitol was designed by Thomas Jefferson and has 
been in continuous use since 1788. The original structure is 
the central portion of the building pictured at right. Built of 
hand-made brick, its walls are three to five feet thick. One of 
the stops on the Richmond tour will be a visit to the famous 
building and its magnificant rotunda with one of the world's 
finest portrait sculptures, Houdon's life-sized statue of 
George Washington, the only full-length sculpture for which 
the Revolutionary hero posed. The statue was viewed by 
many of Washington's contemporaries who said that it was 
a perfect likeness of their beloved leader. A bronze statue of

residence in the nation still used for its original purpose. It was 
built in 1813 at a total cost of $18,871.82! Still there to see is 
the Old Governor's Office where oe Chief Executives 
conducted business until the early 20°’ Century. 

In 1926, Governor Elbert Trinkle's five year old son held a 
sparkler too close to the Christmas tree starting a fire that 
burned the rear of the house. The governor's great-grandson 
is Reverend E. Lee Trinkle, “53 while Governor Thomas B. 
Stanley's son is Dave Stanley, ~50.
